“De Luxe Editions.”’

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 20.— 
an ancient scholar, probably the 
Yeader of a church, was writer or 
copyist of the earliest fragment of 
the text of the Bible known to ex- 
jst, says Dr. Henry A. Sanders of 
the classical language department 
of the University_of Michigan. 

Dr. Sanders has spent two years 
working over the bit of browned 
papyrus, the most cherished item 
of the large collection of papyri in 
the University of Michigan. 

“Tt is written in the Greek of the 
common people,’’,says Dr. Sanders, 
“thus distinguishing it from the ‘de 


juxe city editions’ of the complete 
Bibles of Antioch, Alexandria g@nd 
Caeserea, in which the fine pen- 
manship of the clerk or copyist was 
the observed characteristic.’ It has 
at the end of each phrase a little 
mark above the line. This Dr. 
Sanders construes to have been for 
the direction of the readers in the 
church to show the phrasing. It 
is the only punctuation observed. 
Dates of Manuscripts. 

The date of writing of the frag- 
ment is placed in the third century 
or the century preceding that in 
the city editions re 
copied. The text is a part of Mat- 
thew, telling of the last supper and 
the betrayal of Jesus Christ.
